A courier coming in from the Chero- 
kee Strip reports that therf^ will shortly 
be serious trouble on the Osage and 
Pawnee Reservations, in the eastern 
part of the strip.. 


The Osage Indians have been very 
insolent for a year pa :i, and when, a 
few months ago, their agent, it is said, 
to further his private interests, advised 
them not to treat with the Government 
Commissioners for the sale of their 
land they at once became imbued with 
the idea of running things to suit them- 
selves. 
White people traveling through 
the reservation have been surrounded 
by Indians, who detained 
them for 
hours dancing around them, and go- 
ing throujii all the iorm& of taking 
scalps. 
Many women and 
children 
were prostrated with fright. 
Other 
travelers have been robbed and beaten, 
and it is now asserted that some days 
ago the Indians danced around two 
little girls and became so excited that 
they cut a piece of seal].- fiom one's 
head and cut off the oliier one's hair. 
The parents of the children had been 
tied to the wagon and had been com- 
pelled to look on< 


Within the last ^eek 
the Blanket 
Indians of this tribe hav-i been holding 
a ghost dance, which 
larger and 


more vigorous every day. 
The parl.t 
ipants have now become worked up to 
such a pitch that it 
unsafe for a 
white man to venture near. 
They 
claim that the Messiah iia piomised to 
come and lead them in a grand cam- 
paign against the white men, when 
every one of the latter vvill be driven 
into the occiin across which they first 
came to America. 


Across the river from the Osage Res- 
ervation the Pawnees are having a 
dance, and a few days aj^o a large party 
of Osages captured some straggling 
Pawnees, tied them up to a tree and 
held a mock scalp dfti^ce about them 
all day. 
The Pawnees are very much 
incensed over this, and threatened to 
retaliate. 
Should any number of these 
tv;o tribes come in ;oiii-^ri while they 
are excited from dancing, an open and 
bloody war will surdy fulluw.
